In the case of the 
se Schools it is partly, due to an actual 
ase in the number of ‘schools at work 
during the year, as although there is a nominal 
increase of one on the roll of Grant-in:Aid 
Schools, there is an increase’ of nine in the 
number of schools'temporarily closed. * 
A ‘comparison between the two years 1890 
and 19:0 shews a decease of § in the number. 
of ‘Chinese Schools and an increase of 62 in

There is an actual decrease under every head 
except that of the number of scholars in the 
Hongkong Village Schools.
